2 o STAFF DEL HAVE STATED THAT THE PURPOSE OF THE. TRIP WILL 
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BE TO BRING UP TO DATE THE SFRC’S INFORMATION CONCERNING US 
INTEREST S, COMMITMENTS AND PROGRAMS IN - THE COUNTRIES WHICH 
THEY WILL BE VISITING THEY HAVE ALSO BEEN ASKED TO 
MEET WITH AMERICAN OFFICIALS REPRESENTING ALL ASPECTS OF US, 
CIVILIAN AND MILITARY ACTIVITIES IN THE COUNTRIES THEY VISIT 


WE HAVE NO FIRM INFORMATION BUT ANTICIPATE THAT STAFF DEL 
WILL PRODUCE A CLASSIFIED REPORT FOR THE FULL COMMITTEE 
WITH LIKELY PUBLIC RELEASE OF SUCH PORTIONS OF THE REPORT 
AS EXECUTIVE BRANCH AGREES TO DECLASSIFY, 

3. LETTER FROM SFRC CHAIRMAN FULBRIGHT TO SECRETARY 
ROGERS (SIMILAR LETTERS HAVE BEEN SENT TO SECRETARY LAIRD, 
CIA DIRECTOR. HELMS AND NSA DIRECTOR GENERAL PHILLIPS) 
INCLUDES A STATEMENT OF PURPOSE IDENTICAL TO THE PURPOSE 
OF THE VISIT SET FORTH IN THE PRECEDING PARAGRAPH. WE 
ANTICIPATE THAT THEY WILL WANT TO TRAVEL TO VARIOUS AREAS 
IN KOREA AND THE PHILIPPINES AND THAT THEY WILL DESIRE 
APPOINTMENTS WITH LOCAL OFFICIALS OF THE COUNTRIES IN 
WHICH THEY ARE VISITING. STAFF DEL HAVE ADVISED THAT THEY 
ARE MAKING THIS TRIP ON BEHALF OF THE FULL COMMITTEE 
RATHER THAN AS A PART OF THE SYMINGTON SUBCOMMITTEE. 

4„ THE POLICY OF STATE, AID AND DEFENSE IS TO COOPERATE 
IN ASSISTING THE SFRC STAFF TO PURSUE ITS INVESTIGATION 
WHICH IS WELL WITHIN THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE CONGRESS. 
WE PLAN TO ADVISE THEM OF THE SENSE OF THIS INSTRUCTION. 
STAFF MEMBERS LOWENSTEIN AND MOOSE WERE FORMERLY WITH THE 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE AND MOOSE ALSO WITH NSC STAFF, AND 
HAVE HAD CONSIDERABLE EXPERIENCE ITH SFRC, STAFF DEL ASH- 
WORTH HAS RECENTLY JOINED THE SFRC STAFF AND WAS PREVIOUS- 
LY A JOURNALIST WITH THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR. THEY 
ARE HIGHLY KNOWLEDGABLE AND WELL PREPARED. 

5, STAFF DELS HAVE INDICATED SPECIAL INTEREST IN THE 
FOLLOWING: ASSESSMENT OF THREATS TO THE PACIFIC AREA AND 
INDIVIDUAL COUNTRIES CONCERNED, INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL PO- 
LITICAL SITUATIONS, US MILITARY DEPLOYMENTS AND BASES, 
US/PHILIPPINE NEGOTIATIONS, ECONOMIC SITUATIONS IN KOREA 
AND THE PHILIPPINES, REQUIREMENTS OF KOREAN AND PHILIP- 
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PINE MILITARY FORCES, NORTH/SOUTH TALKS IN KOREA-, THE 
KOREAN FIVE-YEAR MODERNIZATION PLAN, KOREAN FORCES IN VIET- 
NAM,, PL 480 AND AID PROGRAMS FOR KOREA AND THE PHILIPPINES 
TO INCLUDE US DISASTER RELIEFo THESE- SUBJECTS ARE BEING 
ADDRESSED IN BRIEFINGS IN THE DEPARTMENT „ DEFENSE, AID, 

AND CIA FOR STAFF DEL PRIOR TO THEIR DEPARTURE s IN 
BANGKOK ASHWORTH WILL WISH TO DISCUSS INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL 
THREAT , MAP STRUCTURE AND COSTS, AND SEATO. IN CANBERRA 
HE IS INTERESTED IN THREATS TO AUSTRALIA, SEATO AND ANZUS
